I 
saw results on several occasions which 
led me to believe that I had at least 
damaged one or two.

There were frequent col-} 
lisions and we had to use our judg-[ 
ment as to whether we should turn 
on the lights and’ dvoid danger col- 
lision and take the risk: of a submarine 
seeing us, or keep our lights out and 
take our chances. We have to remem- 
ber that if a submarine sinks us she 
only sinks one ship.

SAVE FOOD OR LACK IT. 

It is indicated that the government will antict- 
pate a saving in the foodstuffs required for ship- 
ment abroad. The percentage of American supplies 
/needed by our allies will be withdrawn from this 
‘nation’s granaries and storage houses and shipped. 

For the present the distribution of the dimin- 
ished store will be, or can be, guided by voluntary’ 
subscription to a schedule of restrictions which the 
government estimates as adequate. 

If the people generally follow the recommenda- 
tions of the government, if they observe the wheat- 
‘ess and meatless days and the wheatiess and 
}meatiess meal schedules stipulated, they may find 
that the diminished supplies are sufficient to cover 
the period without causing any searcity or want. 

If they do not do this, if consumption continues 
unabated in spite of the dimin 
able supply, the imevitable consequence will be 
‘found in a shortage of bread, meat, and fats from 
which everybody wil! suffer. 

We know now what a coal shortage is. We know 
what it is to close up stores and industries and to 
have even the upkeep of homes threatened, to have 
the schools closed and the normal life of the nation 


All this happened because : 
given/for protective measures and for prudential 
courses no proper action was taken. The serious- 
nessyof the consequences is apparent. 

If‘ households want te experience a shortage in 
bread, beef, and fats, if they want to know how 
unsatisfactory a German diet is, they can put 

ves in a way of making the discovery by 
tinuing now as if the supply were undiminished. 

In this fashion people may soon come to learn 
the vexation of waiting in line before the bake 
shops and butcher shops to obtain a ration of 
bread and meat. These bread amd meat lines are 
known in Europe, not alone in Germany but in 
the nations we are trying to supply. 

Time is given Americans now to avoid this and 
p distribute their diminished supplies so that they 
will be available for the entire period they must 
serve and so that deprivation will not be a shock 
but will be only restriction easily imposed and 
easily sustained. 


GERMAN WAR AIMS—1914 AND 1918 
In view of Germany's efforts to make peace on 
terms which could only be imposed by a con- 
queror—terms that cannot be disguised as any- 
thing but aggression and annexation—it is interest- 
ing to turn back to the statements of the German 
apologists at the outbreak of the war. Germany, 
it will be recalled, professed only the noblest of 
motives; she was not engaged in a war of con- 
quest but of self-defense. 
It was the “pan-Slavic peril” in particular, we 
were told, that forced Germany into war. Russian 
imperialism precipitated the great war. 
Russian government,” said Bethmann-Hollweg, 
“has smashed the laborious attempts at media- 
tion on the part of the European state chancel- 
leries, on the eve of success, by the mobilization, 
endangering the safety of the [German] empire. 
Russia wanted war.” |

Some of these 
have withdrawn; others are merely quiescent, but 
the old organizations—the American Union Against 
Militarism? the Emergency Peace federation, the 
Civil Liberties bureau, the Women’s Peace Party— 
are all gasping for breath if they have not actually 


_ It should be understood that they have not been 
suppressed by the government. What is the rea-. 
son, then, for their moribund condition? 

We must consider that the intellectual leaders of | 
these organizations were for’the most part vision- 
aries and idealists, Prior to our entrance into the 
war, and for a few weeks thereafter, our seeming 
isolation protected them from the stress of events. 
But the shock of hard actualities has had its ex- 
pected result; the beautiful theories were rudely 
shaken by agonizing facts, and the theorizers have 
more or less lost heart. 

There were others, of course, who were merely 
fanatics, and they have naturally drifted into the 
so-called People’s council, which still retains seme 
vitality, principally because it espouses a rough and 
ready I. W. W. philosophy and is 
dezvous for all recalcitrants. 

But if the visionaries and idealists are silent 
it would be a mistake to think they have,renounced 
the error of their way or that they will not again 
become articulate. We may be certain that just as 
soon as peace is restored and our national'security 
is momentarily assured they will start again to 
undermine that security. They will preach the 
same old sophistries. One thing we can learn from 
‘this war is to turn a deaf ear when that time comes.

HATEVER may be happening in 
other warring countries, the 
man power in Great Britain is 
holding its own. The number 
of men killed in battle is not equal to 
the increase of population due to excess 
of births over deaths of civilians. So far 
from the war causing an increase in 
sickness and death rates, these actually 
are lower than before the war. The 
decrease in the birth rate continues, but 
that rate is still well above the death 
rate. There has been no considerable 
increase in illegitimate births. The war 
has not upset the morals of the British 
people as was predicted in 1914. 
\ I have a report from Manchester before 
me. The stories from the war zones 
indicate that the hardships due to scar- 
city and high cost of food are falling 
principally on the industrial classes and 
the small merchants. The well to do and 
the agricultural classes have managed 
to get plenty of food, even in German

Manchester is a type of city that would 
be expected to suffer. gréatly, since it is 
essentially an industrial city having a 
large number of people engaged in run- 
ning small stores.

ING GEORGE has just promul- 
gated in the Official Gazette a 
decree which may be. described 
as democratizing the reigning 
se. Until now it has been assumed, 
without, however, any foundation by 
statute, that the lawfully begotten de- 
scendants of a royal prince in the male 
line would always remain princes, as is 
the case among the sovereign families of 
continental Europe. 

King George's edict puts an end to this 
assumption. He declares by letters pat- 
ent, issued under the great seals of Great 
Britain and of Ireland, that the titles of 
prince and princess, with the prefix or 
attribute of “royal highness,” shall be 
restricted to the children of the sover- 
eign and to the children of the sons of 
thé sovereign and to the eldest living 
son of the eldest son of the Prince of 
Wales. Save in these specific instances 
the titles of prince and princess, as well 
as the attribute of royal highhess, cease 
in the grandchildren of the sons of the 
sovereign, these grandchildren enjoying 
the style, precedence, and courtesy titles 
of the younger children of a duke and 


ranking in law as commoners. King 


George, however, reserves to himself and 
for his successors on the throne the right 
to bestow the title of prince, with the 
attribute of royal highness, upon any 
descendant of a British sovereign whom 
he may desire to thus honor, it being 
thoroughly understood that any distinc- 
tion of this nature is entirely ad persona 
and not hereditary.

According to this edict the son of the 
royal Prince Arthur of Connaught and 
of hig wife, daughter of the princess 
royal and Duchess of Fife in her own 
right, is not royal or princely but a com- 
moner in the eyes of the law, the boy 
bearing the title of one of his mother’s 
minor peerages by courtesy; that is to 
say, that of Karl of Macduff. 

Thanks to this arrangement by the 
king, the descendants in the fifth gen- 
eration in the male line direct from the 
sovereign will become plain “ Misters” 
and the women “ Miss” or “ Mrs.” 

In Russia, prior to the revolution of a 
year ago, the members of the sovereign 
house lost the attributes of imperial 
highntss and of grand duke in the fourth 
generation ; but, according to a ukase of 
Alexander III., they always remained 
princes and princesses. In Austria the 
lawfully begotten descendants of arch- 
dukes remain archdukes and archduch-

Lord Holmesdale, captain of the Cold- 
stream Guards, who has been so badly 
wounded at the front in France—for the 
second time in the present war—has only 
just celebrated his twenty-first birthday 
and attained his majority. He is the 
eldest son and heir of the Earl of Am- 
herst of Montreal. Just three years ago, 
on the occasion of the annual banquet in 
New York of the alumni of Amherst col- 
lege, Massachusetts, at which Gov. 
Whitman, a graduate of the class of 
1890, was present, along with some 800 
other graduates, a letter was read from 
Lord Amherst, dated Montreal, Seven- 
oaks, Kent, and announcing that his eld- 


est son, Lord Holmesdale, who bears 


the Christian name of Jeffrey, had just 
received his commission as lieutenant 
of the Coldstream Guards and had joined 
his regiment at the front in France for 
service against the Germans. - The read- 
ing of the letter followed the singing 
of the college song: : 
O, Lord Jeffrey Amherst was a soldier 
of the king, 
And he came from across the sea, 
To the Frenchman and the Indian he 
didn’t do a thing 
In the wilds of this wild country.

The Massachusetts University of Am- 
herst takes its name, like the adjacent 
town of Amherst, from Jeffrey Amherst 
of Riverhead, Kent, a young PEnglish- 
man, who won his way up from an en- 
signcy in the Coldstream Guards to the 
rank of field marshal and commander- 
in-chief of the British army. After hav- 
ing distinguished himself in the 
of Dettingen, Fontenoy, etc., he was ap- 
pointed to the command of the British 
forces in America and intrusted with the 
task of seizing Canada. 

He captured in turn Fort Niagara, 
Louisburg, and Montreal, Quebec being 
taken by Wolfe, and was thereupon ap- 
pointed governor general of British 
North America. Later on he was gov- 
ernor of Virginia, and in 1772 was called 
home and made commander-in-chief of 
the army, acting in that capacity as 
chief military adviser to the government 
in London during the American way of 
independence. In 1776 he was raised to 
the peerage as Lord Amherst of Mon- 
treal, and was succeeded in his honors 
by his nephew, William Pitt Amherst, 
who distinguished himself as ambassa- 
dor to China, and as governor of India, 
being gdvanced to the Earidom of Am- 
herst. The present earl is his grandson. 

Although the peerages of Lord Am- 
herst are therefore comparatively mod- 
ern, yet his family is a very ancient one,

THE COMING THAW. 


une.}—On Dec. 31, 1917, there was about 
one-half inch of snow on the ground. 
Sinte then about forty inches of snow 
has fallen. There has been no thaw dur- 
ing January, so, neglecting evaporation, 
the snow on the ground may now be 
taken as approximately forty inches. 
Though the equivalent of water from one 
inch of snow varies, it is customary to 
assume that ten inches of snow equals 
one inch of water. The snow now on the 


equal to not more than four inches of 
water. eo 

The proportionate capacities of the va- 
rious trunk line sewers vary. The per- 
centage of water that will directly reach 
the sewers will vary also. It may be 
concluded, however, that the sewers of 
Chicago with but few exceptions are of 


four inches of water in forty-eight hours 
of continuous flow. Inasmuch as it will 
probably take at least a week of contin- 
uous warm weather to melt off the snow 
on the ground, it is safe to say that no 
flooding will result from sewer inadequa- 
cies. 
It must be pointed out, however, that 
the sewers cannot carry off the water 
unless it reaches the sewer water inlets, 
There are in the streets of Chicago more 
than 120,000 of these inlets. At the pres- 
ent time but a small percentage of them 
are “open.” To open those now shut 
off is a task too great for the city forces 
available for the purpose. The condition 
of the streets during the coming thaw 
will depend, therefore, on the efforts 
made by individual citizens to open in- 
lets and to cut trenches to them through 
the snow along the street gutters.

At 3 
o’clock the First battalion of the One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth infantry 
was resting peacefully in the trenches. 
Capt. Sprague, division gas instructor, 
with several English and French offi- 
cers, went to the “German” trenches 
and exploded a lot of smoke bombs to 
Simulate a gas cloud. At the same 
time they released eaveral bombs of 
tear gas. 

The sentries did not iemend to the 
emergency. Not one of them gave the 
gas alarm or puton his mask. By the 
time the cloud had reached the men so 
they could see and smell it several 
did put on their masks, but they were 
an insignificant few as compared with 
the multitude. So they “died.” The 
gas was uninjurious. None of the men 
felt any ill effects.

So rapid is the rate that all of the 
whisky in the United States will be 
gone in eighteen months, by the sum- 
mer of 1919. | 

This is a conservative estimate of 
government officials who have been 
watching the rate of flow from the 
warehouses since the president's proc- 
lamation stopping distilling on Sept. 8. 
There are only about 157,000,000 gal- 
lions left in these warehouses. 

The normal per capita consumption 
of whisky in the United States is about 
one gallon a year. This is a statisti 
way of saying the annual normal con- 
sumption {8 100,000,000 gallons a year. 
At this rate the available supply, fig- 
uring from Feb. 1, will last a little. 
more than eighteen months, but expert 


gallons will be absorbed during the 
eighteen months period, and that all 
the whisky left on Aug. 1, 1919, will be 
in private hands and that it will not 
be much at that.
